For  best  re¬ 
sults  always  plant  3  of  a  variety  together.  We  will  welcome 
your  writing  us  on  any  other  special  problems. 

1.  ASTERS. 

Plant  in  rich  soil — cut  off  all  shoots  in  spring  on  your  tall- 

growing  fall  Asters,  leaving  only  one  or  two. 

(A)  Let  these  develop  and  see  the  handsome  stalks  and 
the  glorious  individual  florets  you  obtain. 

(B)  Divide  your  clumps  every  three  years.  Plant  out 
small  divisions  and  discard  the  rest. 

(C)  Protect  Aster  Frikarti  somewhat  if  you  are  very  far 
North. 


2.  CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 

(A)  Remove  half  the  spring  bottom 
shoots  on  two-year  plants. 

(B)  When  blooming  plants  are  in 
danger  of  freezing  and  you  want  to 
keep  them,  take  up  and  box  or  pot 
some  of  your  favorites.  Put  them 
back  next  spring. 

(C)  If  you  want  flowers  for  show  pur¬ 
poses,  disbud  side  shoots. 

3.  DELPHINIUMS. 

Plant  in  medium  rich  soil.  When  2 
feet  high,  fertilize  with  Yigoro,  or  its 
equivalent  (4  pounds  per  100  square 
feet).  In  winter,  cover  each  plant 
with  some  well-leached  cinders,  a 
shovelful  on  the  crow  n  of  a  plant.  Do 
not  let  plants  seed.  Cut  out  the 
flowering  spikes  as  they  finish  and 
you’ll  get  a  second  bloom. 

4.  GEUMS. 

Do  well  in  any  ordinary  garden  soil 
and  can  be  depended  on  to  keep  the 
spot  covered  with  green  after  the 
flowers  are  gone. 

5.  GYPSOPHILA. 

Cut  off  the  first  blooms  and  they  will 
bloom  again.  Use  them  freely. 

6.  HELIANTHUS,  CORONATION. 

Put  in  water  immediately  after  cut¬ 
ting.  It  keeps  a  long  time. 


7.  HELIOPSIS,  SUMMER  GOLD. 

Tie  some  into  a  bundle  and  hang 
upside  down  in  a  dry  place.  They 
make  interesting  winter  bouquets  as 
well  as  summer  cut-flowers. 

8.  PHLOX. 

Thin  out  the  shoots  of  older  Phlox 
plants  to  3  or  4  at  the  most.  Size  of 
individual  spikes  will  well  reward  you. 
Move  and  break  up  clumps  every 
three  years. 

9.  PHYSALIS,  GIANT  GLOBE. 

Cut  when  leaves  are  still  on  branches 
and  dry  in  natural  position. 

10.  SHASTA  DAISY,  ESTHER  REED. 

Divide  your  plants  every  two  years. 

11.  SHASTA  DAISY,  SNOWBANK 

AND  NOBILIS. 

Cut  these  freely  and  they  will  give 
you  surprising  pleasure. 

12.  RUDBECKIA,  THE  KING. 

Give  this  a  stake  if  it  grows  too  strong. 
Here  is  a  dependable  prize-winner  in 
any  garden  show. 

13.  VERONICA,  BLUE  SPIRE. 

Break  off  half  the  shoots  when  6 
inches  tall.  This  half  w  ill  bloom  four 
weeks  later  than  the  first  lot  and  in 
this  way  you  get  continuous  color 
throughout  the  entire  season.

PLANT  ROSES 


BUSH  ROSES 


A  Rose  is  a  Rose  no  matter 
where  it  grows.  But  a  Rose- 
plant  properly  placed  in  your 
garden  is  worth  several  that  are 
planted  without  planning. 

The  sketches  at  the  left  and 
bottom  of  this  page  will  give 
you  a  few  ideas  on  where  to  plant 
your  beautiful  Jackson  &  Perkins 
Roses.  These  plans  for  gardens 
will  aid  you  in  determining  how 
many  plants  to  order  to  create 
the  desired  effect. 

Hybrid  Teas  should  be 
planted  about  14  inches  apart,  in 
rows  16  inches  wide,  except  for 
the  South  and  Far  West  where 


they  should  be  spaced  somewhat 
farther  apart. 

Be  your  own  judge  as  to  the 
colors  to  plant  in  the  same  bed. 
Some  like  a  solid  mass  of  the  same 
color;  others  prefer  a  mixture  of 
many  colors.  Study  your  back¬ 
grounds  before  planting. 

Don’t  be  afraid  to  invest  money 
in  Roses.  They  give  you  the  most 
for  your  money  of  any  flower,  as 
they  bloom  continuously  through¬ 
out  the  season.  And,  if  properly 
cared  for,  they’ll  live  as  long  as 
you  do,  and  longer.  They’ll  pay 
handsome  dividends  in  happiness 
to  all  who  see  them  in  their  glory. 


FLORIBUNDAS 


These  wonderful,  profusely 
blooming  Roses  with  their  massed 
color  effects  can  be  planted  where- 
ever  it  is  desirable  to  have  a 
shrub,  border,  or  solid  bed.  Be¬ 
cause  of  their  dense  foliage  and 
bloom,  Floribundas  need  more 
space  than  other  Roses.  They 


should  be  set  not  less  than  18 
inches  apart,  in  rows  18  inches 
wide.  These  measurements  will 
insure  you  a  satisfactory  mass 
bedding  effect,  while  at  the  same 
time  allowing  ample  room  for 
cultivation  between  bushes.  Plant 
in  groups  of  3  or  5  of  a  variety. 


CLIMBERS 


There  are  few  flowering  “vines” 
that  are  as  beautiful  as  Climbing 
Roses — few  that  grow  as  fast  or  are 
as  permanent — few  that  have  the 
height,  spread,  or  bushiness.  With 
their  many  superior  qualities, 
more  of  the  new  varieties  should 
be  grown  around  every  home. 


Trained  over  archways,  door¬ 
ways,  arbors,  summer-houses, 
around  posts,  against  walls,  fences 
or  buildings,  Climbing  Roses 
create  a  spectacular  effect — at  the 
same  time  concealing  many  an 
ugly  spot  or  building  with  the 
gayest  of  landscape  embroidery.

Roses  need  sunshine,  but  half  a  day  of  it  is  sufficient. 

To  prepare  beds,  remove  one  spade-depth  of  top-soil  and 
pile  it  to  one  side.  Make  the  hole  deep  and  wide  enough  to 
accommodate  the  roots  naturally.  Then  remove  a  second 
spade-depth.  This  is  “subsoil,”  to  be  taken  away.  Now  you 
have  a  trench  18  inches  deep.  Rose-roots  seldom  go  deeper. 

Now  loosen  dirt  at  bottom  of  trench  with  a  spading-fork. 
Shovel  in  the  top-soil,  mixed  with  a  liberal  amount  of  old 
manure.  Carry  the  Rose-plants  to  the  trench  in  a  bucket  of 
water.  Prune  the  roots  by  shortening  the  long  ones  and 
cutting  the  ends  off  the  others.  Put  the  plants  in  the  hole. 
Work  fine  soil  between  the  roots.  Fill  the  hole  a  little  at 
a  time.  Pack  the  soil  hard  on  the  roots. 

When  the  hole  is  three-quarters  full,  press  the  soil  down 
hard  with  your  heels.  Then  pour  in  plenty  of  water.  When 
water  has  disappeared,  fill  with  good  garden  soil  to  normal 
level.  Do  not  pack  any  more. 


When  planting  in  the  spring,  prune  tops  of  plants  at 
about  4  to  8  inches  above  soil-level.  Be  sure  to  leave  two  or 
three  "eyes”  above  ground-level.  This  is  extremely  important. 


CULTURAL  HINTS 


WATERING.  Roses  like  plenty  of  water.  Flood  beds  once 
every  week  or  ten  days  by  placing  the  hose  on  the  bed  and  letting 
it  run  slowly  so  that  water  may  reach  deep  to  the  roots.  Avoid 
wetting  the  foliage,  especially  in  the  evening. 

SPENT  BLOOMS  should  be  removed  cutting  the  stem  above 
the  first  complete  set  of  five  leaves.  If  long-stemmed  blooms  are 
desired  for  cutting,  remove  old  flowers  so  that  two  sets  of  leaves 
remain  on  the  stalk.  The  next  crop  of  blooms  will  spring  from 
these  eyes. 

FERTILIZERS.  No  fertilizer  of  any  nature  should  be  applied 
at  the  time  of  planting  unless  very  carefully  used.  Roots  are  not  yet 
in  condition  to  consume  it  and  it  may  do  a  great  deal  of  harm  to 
young  fibrous  roots  which  have  to  be  formed  after  transplanting. 
Later  a  mixed  or  “complete”  plant-food,  such  as  Vigoro  or  its  equal, 
is  desirable.  Apply  very  lightly  (a  tablespoonful  per  square  foot  or 
at  the  rate  of  4  pounds  per  100  square  feet),  starting  3  to  4  inches 
from  the  plant  and  applying  in  a  circle  around  it,  watering  very 
liberally  after  each  application. 

PRUNING  everblooming  climbers  (Blaze,  New  Dawn,  etc.) 
should  not  be  done  during  the  growing  season  because  remontance 
(subsequent  blooming)  comes  out  of  the  first  top  eye  under  the 
previous  cluster  of  blooms.  Spent  blooms  may  be  pinched  off  but 
the  flower-bearing  stems  must  not  be  shortened  or  plants  will  stop 
reblooming. 

CULTIVATE  frequently  around  Rose-plants.  Do  not  allow  the 
soil  to  bake  and  become  hard  at  any  time.  Remember  that  roots 


breathe,  and  cultivation  permits  the  air  to  reach  the  roots.  With¬ 
out  cultivation  plants  will  remain  at  a  standstill. 

FOLIAGE  TROUBLE.  Newer  Roses  are  not  as  subject  to  dis¬ 
eases  as  older  varieties;  they  are  much  more  resistant  and  many  are 
almost  immune.  However,  atmospheric  conditions  are  more  favor¬ 
able  some  years  than  others,  and  an  occasional  dusting,  or  spraying 
with  Tri-ogen,  or  its  equivalent,  will  act  as  a  preventive. 

WINTERING  ROSES.  After  the  first  good  heavy  frost,  bundle 
the  branches  together;  cut  them  back  to  about  18  to  20  inches; 
mound  earth  around  the  plants  up  to  6  to  8  inches,  or  higher  if 
practical;  spread  manure  in  the  hollows  between  plants.  Later  on, 
when  the  ground  is  frozen,  add  a  covering  of  leaves,  straw,  salt  hay 
or  cornstalks  to  keep  the  ground  frozen  and  as  a  protection  against 
sun  and  wind.  In  the  spring,  remove  covering  a  little  at  a  time, 
first  straw  or  leaves,  then  the  coarse  part  of  the  manure,  and  finally 
level  the  soil  when  danger  of  hard  spring  frost  is  past.  On  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  in  the  South,  this  type  of  winter  protection  is,  of 
course,  not  necessary. 

WINTERING  TREE  ROSES.  Although  J.  &  P.  stems  are  winter 
hardy,  the  raised  exposure  of  the  head  in  the  winter  is  often  quite 
dangerous.  Therefore,  it  is  best  to  bend  the  Tree  Roses  over  and 
protect  the  tops  and  the  stems  with  a  covering  of  soil.  To  bend 
them,  remove  soil  from  one  side  and  gradually  bend  the  whole 
plant  in  that  direction  and  pin  down.  In  very  cold  climates  it  is 
best  to  lift  the  entire  plant  and  bury  it  in  a  well-drained  piece  of 
soil  or  in  a  frame,  replanting  in  the  spring.
